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IS THE HEALTH LAW OBEYED?

Regarding contagious and pestilen-
tial diseases and deaths resulting
from same, the state law reads: “Ev-
ery physician in the state of South
Carolina shall report in writing or
by an acknowledged telephone commu-
nication to the local health authori-
ties where such exist, where one does
not exist, to the health officer, imme-
diately after his or her first profes-
sional visit, each patient he or she
will have suffering, or suspect to be
suffering, with any contagious dis-
ease. And if such disease is of a
pestilential nature, he shall immedi-
ately notify the state health officer,
Columbia, by wire at state expense.
He or she shall report as required
above every death of such contagious
or pestilential disease immediately
affer it shall have occurred. The at-
tending physician is authorized anc
it is made his duty to place the pa-
tient, the household and premses un-

“der restriction as hereinafter provid-

ed for management and control of
the disease.”

The following are the pestilential
and cortagious diseases the law re-
quires to be reported to the healt!
office by the attending physician:
Chicken pox, ‘Asiatic Cholera, den-
gue, diptheria, epidemic and bacil-
jary diptheria, favus, German meas-
les, glandis, hookworm disease, para-
typhoid fever, acute pneumonia, poil-
omyeiitis, acute infectious, rabies
scarlet fever, smallpox, septic sore
throat, tetanus, trachoma, trichino-
sis, leprosy, meningitis, epidemic
cerebrospinal and tubercular, mumps,
tuberculosis, all forms, the organ or
part affected needs to be specified;
pestilential typhus fever, whooping
cough, yellow fever, pestilential bu-
bonic plague, yellow fever, pestilen-
tial; roseola, membraneous croup,
malaria, measles, paragonimiasis, ty-
phoid fever, pelagra, cancer.

THE KU KLUX.

Recently there has been a gréat
deal of newspaper space devoted tc
the comparatively new organization
known as the Ku Klux; not all o
which has been in any sense com-
plimentary. . The County Record has
heretofore refrained from having any-
thing to say concerning the order
one way or another, bat an editorial,
in the last issue of The Carolina Citi-
zen, Spartanburg, covers our views
on the subject so completely that we
reproduce it below:

“In the early part of the last cen-
tury there was a great hue and cry
in this country agf:inst the Masonic
fraternity. Newspapers and politi-
cians and even preachers denounced
it, and excitement ran high. The
Masons were accused pf being in
league with the devil, who, it was
asserted, frequently met with them in
their lodges, and all manner of crimes
were charged against them. A po-
litical party, called the Anti-Mascnie
party, was formed, and a man, whose
named nobody can now recall with-
out referring to an encyclopedia, was
nominated for president and actual-
ly carried two or three states.

“But the Masonic fraternity lived
and flourished, and came to be recog-

_ nized as a respectable member of so

ciety, while the Anti-Masonic polit:
cal party %oon died and was forgot:
ten. Reading of those times now
make one inclined to believe thai
nations, as well as individuals, are
subject to periods of brain stoim.
“The Ku Klux Klan of today seems
to be going through the same experi-
ence. The organization is being de-
nounced in the most frezied fashion
by more or less prominent newspa-
pers and politicians, and yet it con-
tinues to grow and spread. Appar-
ently it is thriving upon the opposi-
tion. We spmetimes wonder if its
promoters are not very shrewd ad-

vertisers, and have encouraged the

such methods will strengthen it rath-
er than weaken it. It is very prob-
able that the majority of the pecple
of the United States had rather be

Ku Klux Klan than with them, on
almost any sort of public question.
“When the present Ku Kilux Klan
was first started several years ago
few people paid any attention to it
The general attitude of the publie
was that of indifference. There ap-
peared to be little if any reason fo!
its existence, and some of the claims
of its promoters were so greatl.\" ov-
erdrawn as to be absurd. Then, too,
some of the men who went through
the country trying to organize local
Klans were not of a type to inspire
respect or confidence. But suddenl)
intense opposition of the Klan fla:
up in certain quarters, a better type
of men appeared as organizers,
since then the growth of the crgan-
ization has been phenomenal. It h:
spread to every state in the union
and within ‘recent months has beer
more active in the nporth and east
and west than in the south. There
has been little evidence as to what
it has actually done, but some peo-
ple profess to be alarmed as to what
it may do. There seems to be very

| little alarm on this point in the south,

where the organization started, and in
other parts of the country the alarm
apparently exists in the minds of
newspaper editors and politicians
rather than in the minds of the peo-
ple a whole,

“THe fact of the business is that
the Ku Klux is to be judged, ahd
will be so judged by the public, by
what it does rather than by the claims
made by its sponsors or by the charg-
es made by its opponents. If it
proves to be a helpful organization
it will live; if it turns out to be harm-
ful in any way it will soon run its
course and die. Anything that will
draw men closer together and make
them realize more fully their duty
as citizens to uphold the law and the
principles upon which the government
was founded is to be commended, no
matter ‘what it calls itself nor how
peculiar some of its methods may be.
Any organization whose sole mission
is to stir racial or religious' strife
or intolerance will not get very far
nor last very long. And it may be
said in passing that the Ku Klux
Klan has suffered quite as much i
this respect: from some of its pro-
moters as it has suffered from any
of its opponents. Some of the claims
made by some’of its organizers have
been calculate] to disgust reasonable
men with it, and, that it has survivc
these things is proof that there mu
be some inherent merit in it.

“The Carolina Citizen does not know
very much about the Ku Klux Klan,
and certainly does not propose to
stand as its champion. The attitude
of this newspaper toward the Klan
has been and will be precisely the
same as its attitude tqward other fra.
ternal erganizations. It is entitled to
fair treatment and to be judged by
its record. There are some features
of the Klan which we do not admire,
but there are many which cannot be
opposed by those who profess to b
good citizens. It is a human institu-
tion, made up of human beings, and
therefore it has its faults, just as does
any other human institution. It has
made mistakes, and will make others.
But if it has more good than bad in its
composition, it will probably endure.
It is supposed to be a secret organiza-
tion of principles, its ritual and the
obligation required of its members 2
all matters of public record and may
be read by any one who cares to -
s0.

“Not long ago this editor was
shown a list of names purpopting to
be a partial list of the members in
this county. The list included farm-
ers, mechanics, merchants, bankers,
lawyers, physicians and ministers of
the gospel, and included many prom-
inent men and good citizens in all
these callings. If the membership
is made up of such men in every lo-
cality the Ku Klux Klan is not go-
ing to do any harm and is calculated
to do a great deal of good.

“Certainly, so far as the record
goes,*the Klan has done no harm.
We have heard of some very good
things which it has done, things
which have not been exploited. Its
policy seems to be to keep full knowlt
edge of its work confined to its own
members, and to avoid outside noto-
riety. If it does no more than to
cause all its members to realize the
importance of observance of the laws,
band to give their support to the of-
ficers of the law in the discharge o
their duties, it will be a valuable as-
set to any community and will win
the gratitude and good will of even
thgse who do not belong to it.
